For  eight  days  in  June,  1980,  the  Twin  Ci- 
ties of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  Minnesota, 
were  treated  to  a  most  unusual  and  joyous 
event.  Converging  there  in  a  way  that  the 
avant  garde  has  done  previously  only  at  well- 
funded,  government-sponsored  European 
festivals,  seventy  American  composer-perfor- 
mers launched  a  series  of  spectacular  concerts 
and  environmental  sound  installations  which 
took  the  citizenry  by  storm-  on  the  streets, 
in  city  plazas  and  shopping  centers,  on  the 
radio,  and  even  over  the  canned  music  systems 
at  bus  stops  and  in  the  Minneapolis  Airport. 

This  month,  in  a  series  of  three  Ode  to  Grav- 
ity programs  on  successive  Monday  evenings 
at  8:00  pm  beginning  September  8th,  KPFA 
will  aix  highlights  of  this  unprecedented  mo- 
ment in  American  music  History:  New  Music 
merica.  We  will  survey  the  suitable-for-radio 
highlights  of  the  eight  concerts  recorded  by 
Minnesota  Public  Radio  and  Sound  80  Studios, 
and  you  will  hear  interviews  with  many  of  the 
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composers,  done  during  intermissions  and 
rehearsels  at  the  Walker  Art  Center  in  Minnea- 
polis. 

The  Walker  is  the  most  prestigious  contem- 
porary art  museum  in. America  after  New  York 
City's  Museum  of  Modern  Art.  And  Nigel 
Redden,  Performance  Director  at  the  Walker 
and  curator-director  of  New  Music  America, 
had  his  hands  full  with  a  schedule  of  events 
numbering  in  the  hundreds.   Everyone  was  in- 
volved, from  the  Mayor  of  Minneapolis  and 
the  Governor  of  Minnesota  to  an  all-star  cast 
of  composers  including  Laurie  Anderson, 
Robert  Ashley,  David  Byrne,  the  Art  Ensem- 
ble of  Chicago,  Max  Neuhaus,  Pauline  Oliveros, 
Anthony  Braxton,  Philip  Glass,  Ingram  Mar- 
shall and  Michael  Nyman,  not  to  mention 
Zeitgeist  and  Peter  Zummo.  Influences  from 
New  Wave,  meditation  music,  jazz,  world 
music,  computer  and  electronic  music,  avant- 
garde  theatre,  sound  poetry,  minimal  music  - 
all  were  theme  and  alive  and  well  throughout 
a  parade  of  eight  consecutive  evening  concerts 
which  were  attended  by  capacity  audiences. 


Perhaps  most  surprising  was  the  involve- 
ment of  one  of  the  leading  local  dailies.  The 
Minneapolis  Star  contributed  over  $100,000 
of  advertising  space  to  the  Festival,  and  full- 
page  ads  heralding  each  day's  events  kept 
the  progress  of  the  action  in  the  public  eye. 

Minnesota*,  and  particularly  the  Twin  Cities, 
has  an  extraordinary  history  of  generous  sup- 
port for  the  new  and  experimental  in  the  arts. 
There  are  relatively  abundant  sources  of  fund- 
ing available  not  only  ftom  the  state  arts  coun- 
cil but  from  several  private  and  public  founda- 
tions interested  in  the  progress  of  culture  in 
the  state. 

Also,  being  one  of  the  few  active  centers  of 
arts  activities  in  the  midwest,  the  Cities  often 
receive  support  to  pursue  the  presentation  of 
major  events  and  exhibitions  from  national 
fui   "  •"  organizations  conscious  of  the  neces- 
sity ^.  spreading  their  wealth  among  all  of 
the  nation's  regions. 

Primed  by  the  work  of  the  innovative  St. 
Paul  Chamber  Orchestra  (whose  director 
Dennis  Russell  Daviesjust  had  left  to  take  a 
post  with  the  Stuttgart  Opera),  by  the 
Walker  Art  Center,  the  Minneapolis  College  of 
Art  and  Design  and  other  active  groups  of  the 
area,  the  Cities  responded  to  New  Music  Am- 
erica with  terrific  enthusiasm. 

Our  programs  will  highlight  not  only  the 
concerts  indoors,  but  the  fascinating  outdoor 
spectacles.  There  is  a  wind-driven  electronic 
piece  by  Liz  Phillips  installed  in  a  downtown 
plaza  pool  in  Minneapolis,  Alvin  Lucier's 
Music  on  a  Long  Thin  Wire  at  the  old  St.  Paul 
courthouse,  and  Richard  Lerman's  Travelon 
Gamelon,  featuring  forty  cyclists  circling  one 
of  the  city's  beautiful  lakes  with  spokes  wired 
for  sound. 

You  will  hear  a  documentary  recorded  tour 
through  the  vacant  three-story  house  of  con- . 
ductor  Davies  in  St.  Paul.  The  house  was  filled 
with  sounds  from  multiple  speakers  by  compo- 
ser Maryanne  Amacher,  whose  richly-textured 
music  was  transmitted  at  tremendous  volume 
into  every  cranny  of  the  edifice.  One's  percep- 
tion of  the  sound  could  change  dramatically 


with  a  turn  of  the  head,  and  the  piece  provided 
a  central  focus  of  heated  conversation  for  the 
composers  themselves  -  many  of  whom  speak 
out  oh  the  KPFA  microphones  as  the  piece  is 
in  progress. 

From  the  concert,  well  hear  Robert  Ash- 
ley's electrifying  performance  (solo  speaking 
voice  with  tape)  of  a  section  from  Perfect 
Lives  (Private  Parts);  also,  the  cryptic  Dallas 
composer  Jerry  Hunt  walking  peculiarly 
around  the  stage,  poking  his  majorett's  baton 
against  the  floor  to  activate  the  sounds  of  his 
electronic  equipment;  the  elegant,  modal 
Time  Curve  Preludes  for  Piano  by  William  Duck- 
worth, played  by  Neely  Bruce;  an  outstanding 
duo  appearance  by  violinist  Leroy  Jenkins  with 
saxophonist  Oliver  Lake;  the  restrained  elec- 
tronic keyboard  music  of  Linda  Fisher;  the  ex- 
huberant  solo  electric  piano  of  "Blue"  Gene 
Tyranny,  and  many  others. 

Next  year,  the  New  Music  Alliance,  a  nation- 
al coalition  of  alternative  concert  spaces  and 
composers,  have  chosen  San  Francisco  as  the 
site  for  the  next  New  Music  America  festival. 
This  will  be  the  third  in  the  series. .  .the 
.inaugural  event  ("New  Music  New  York") 
having  been  sponsored  by  the  Kitchen  (an 
alternative  music  and  video  center  in  New  York 
City)  in  1979. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  if  the  Bay  Area  can 
do  nearly  as  well  as  a  host  as  it  has  been  as  a 
contributor  of  excellent  composers  to  this 
now-annual  affair.  Financial  support  for  new 
music  here  has  never  amounted  to  much,  large- 
ly due  to  the  unenlightened  attitude  of  San 
Francisco  music  critics  of  the  past  fifteen 
years.  Thus,  much  of  the  important  work  of 
this  vital  region  has  gone  unreported  to  the 
larger  public.  But  fortunately,  the  secret's  out. 
The  boring  and  faceless  post-serial  music  of 
the  1960's  has  given  way  to  a  new  generation 
of  thought  in  contemporary  music. 

What  the  "new  music"  of  New  Music  Amer- 
ica has  tended  away  from  is  just  that  academic 
approach  which  prizes  theory  above  feeling. 
And  that,  in  short,  is  the  reason  why  there  is 
once  again  a  substantial  audience  interested  in 
new  music  -  an  audience  stimulated  both  by 
}he  novelty  of  approach  in  new  music,  and  by 
the  listenability  of  the  result.

In  June  of  this  year,  Padraigin  McGillicuddy, 
host  of  KPFA 's  'A  Terrible  Beauty' Celtic 
magazine  of  the  air,  went  to  Ireland  to  see 
the  country  and  examine  her  own  ethnic  past. 
This  is  the  first  part  of  her  recollections  about 
the  trip. 

Perhaps  it  takes  time  for  personal  reflec- 
tions to  'jell.*  All  I  can  say  is  that  I  made  a  few 
attempts  to  write  my  impressions  of  my  trip 
to  Ireland  as  soon  as  1  returned.  But  they 
proved  elusive.  Because  they  were  stories- 
to  be  told  time  and  time  again  in  cafes,  bars, 
at  desks,  over  tea  at  the  kitchen  table;  acted 
out,  laughed  at,  exclaimed  about,  reflected 
upon,  commented  on.  But  written  about?  Not 
yet,  not  when  writing  meant  retiring  into  soli- 
tude. Life  after  Ireland  is  expansive,  expressive, 
social,  exuberant. 

Six  weeks  have  passed  as  I  write  this.  I  have 
been  here  as  long  as  I  was  there.  Maybe  distance 
will  provide  the  necessary  distillate.  I  am  once 
again  well  caught  up  in  the  American  experi- 
ence. But  there  was  a  brief,  all  too  short,  beau- 
tiful moment  when  the  rhythms  of  the  old 
country  stayed  with  me  -  there  being  time  to 
talk,  laugh  and  laze. 

To  begin:  the  first  stop,  due  to  the  econo- 
mics of  International  flight,  was  London,  to 
my  mother's  sister  and  my  cousins  with  whom 
I  grew  up  in  the  once  solidly  Irish  ghetto  of 
Kilburn,  North  West  London.  Now  the  area  is 
50%  West  Indian  and  50%  Irish.  I  spent  four 
days  there,  mostly  trying  to  overcome  the  com- 
bined effects  of  sheer  exhaustion,  jet  lag  and 
culture  shock.  I  seemed  to  spend  most  of  the 


time  staggering  from  bed  to  sofa  and  back 
again.  But  somewhere  in  there  I  managed  to 
ride  the  double  deckers  and  stroll  around, 
gathering  reflections  and  observations  on 
changes  in  London. 

The  first,  most  obviously  overwhelming 
change  in  twenty  odd  years  was  the  transition 
to  a  pluralistic  society.  The  'mother'  of  the 
colonies  has  had  to  open  her  arms,  be  it  reluc- 
tantly, to  all  the  children  of  her  colonies  -  and 
so  Blacks  and  Asians  and  Arabs  have  joined  the 
thronging  Celts,  bringing  their  lifestyles,  music 
and  foods  with  them.  Americans,  too,  have 
left  their  mark,  in  not  quite  the  same  manner— 
their  contribution  has  not  been  a  migration, 
but  a  marketing  -  the  "sign  of  the  Golden 
Arches"  -  McDonald's  everywhere.  Another 
remarkable  difference  between  here  and  there 
is  how  poverty  crosses  the  color  line.  In  Brit- 
ain, poverty  is  equated  with  class,  not  color, 
as  is  prevalent  in  the  United  States, 

The  price  of  food,  transportation  and  thea- 
tre have  risen  astronomically  in  Britain.  Eng- 
land once  had  the  Finest  and  cheapest  theatre 
and  transport  in  the  world,  but  this  has  fallen 
prey  to  Thatcher's  monetarist  economics. 
Between  bouts  of  comatose  incoherence,  I 
managed  to  hie  myself  to  see  two  Community 
Theatre  presentations.  First,  at  a  community 
center  called  The  Factory,  a  short  walk  from 
my  Aunt's  flat,  in  a  mixed  Black  and  Irish 
area,  I  saw  the  play  Mama  Dragon,  by  Farrukh 
Dhondy,  a  production  of  the  Black  Theatre 
collective.  It  chronicles  the  story  of  a  young 
West  Indian  soldier  back  from  his  tour  of  duty 
with  the  British  army  in  Belfast.  The  experi- 
ence has  radicalized  him.  To  "Paddy,"  he  is 
seen  as  the  lackey  of  the  oppressor,  and  "Pad- 


dy," as  he  Says,  "doesn't  mess  around." 
Preaching  armed  revolution,  he  has  returned 
home  to  Brixton  to  discover  his  mates  are  now 
running  a  community  center  for  the  arts,  fund- 
ed by  the  government.  A  New  Front  (fascist) 
march  brings  temporary  unity,  but  the  young 
AWOL  soldier  eventually  dies  a  lonely  death 
at  his  own  hands,  his  friends  eulogizing  that  his 
preaching  was  ahead  of  its  time. 

The  following  night,  it  was  off  to  .the  Irish 
Center  in  Camden  for  a  performance  of  Col- 
umba,  billed  as  a  truly  "Celtic  mixture  of 
action,  mysticism,  humour  and  music."  It 
is  about  the  6th  century  Irish  monk  who 
brought  Christianity  to  Scotland  and  Ireland. 
The  Center  itself  presents  a  great  contrast  to 
those  I  have  seen  in  the  United  States.  Here  the 
chairs  sag  with  age,  their  insides  trailing  out, 
the  carpets  a  frayed  obstacle  course.  The  play 
itself  was  told  from  the  Catholic  viewpoint,  the 
ancient  Celts  painted  as  rough  barbarians .  In 
the  question  period  afterwards,  I  made  my  usu- 
al nuisance  orrhyself,  presentinglhe  Pagan 
Celtic  viewpoint,  freshly  armed  with  ammu- 
nition from  my  airport  reading  of  Markele's 
Celtic  Civilization.  Surviving  the  silent  animo- 
sity of  pie  half  a  dozen  nuns  and  several 
priests  in  the  audience,  I  found  the  Camden 
town  'Brendan  Behan'  sidling  up  to  me.  In- 
stant communication  was  established  and  we 
retired  off  to  a  bar.  His  sister,  it  turned  out, 
heads*up  the  Lesbian  movement  in  Dublin! 
Ah,  the  tug  of  the  homeland  proves  iiresist- 
able,  and  the  next  morning  I  found  myself 
hung  over,  but  happy,  on  the  boat  train  from 
London,  via  Hollyhead,  to  Dublin.  Up  to  that 
time,  my  prerequisite  postcards  home  had  read 
"More  than  I  remembered,  less  than  I  expect- 
ed," which  pleased  me  by  virtue  of  literary 
limberness,  but  which  also  reflected  a  serious 
cultural  trauma.  I  had  truly  been  having  diffi- 
culty changing  gears,  and  had  been  experien--' 
ring  a  slow  freak  out. 

The  ferry  boat  had  been  delayed  five  hours 
due  to  mechanical  problems,  so  by  the  time 
we  neared  Dublin,  the  Irish  aboard  were  well 
into  the  266th  chorus  of  every  IRA  song  ever 
composed,  and  the  English  were  conspicuous 
by  their  silent  and  watchful  cluster  on  the  up- 
per deck. 

My  first  day  in  Dublin  was  spent  with  my 
hosts,  drinking  at  McDaid's,  which  used  to  be 


the  hang-out  of  the  real -Brendan  Behan,  and 
other  dropped-out  specimens  of  Dublin's 
working  class  literati  But  attractive  as  it  was, 
I  had  come  to  both  work  and  play,  and  the 
next  days  were  spent  calling  contacts  and  set- 
ting up  interviews.  With  my  usual  good  timing, 
I  had  arrived  on  a  Bank  Holiday  weekend, 
which  meant  that  tracking  people  down  was 
difficult,  unless  one  was  prepared  to  play.  I'd 
say  it  took  another  three  days  before  the  gears 
meshed  successfully  and  I  began  to  operate 
on  Irish  time. 

Let  me  forget  my  chronological  accounting 
here  -  it  all  gets  confused  anyway  -  and 
briefly  touch  on  some  of  the  highlights  of  my 
Dublin  experience,  which  was  rich  and  over- 
flowing and  marvelous  and  seductive  and  mira- 
culous and  I'd  be  back  there  tomorrow 
morning  if  I  could  figure  out  S  way. 

Dublin  is  a  small  city,  with  a  cohesive  cul- 
ture. In  the  summer,  the  northerly  clime 
makes  for  sensuous  evenings,  when  the  sun 
goes  down  but  does  not  really  set,  and  a  long 
lingering  twilight  spreads  a  gentle  light  over  the

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Old  hands  around  here  warned  me  not  to  take  a  vacation  during  the  summer.  It  was 
not  the  vacation,  but  rather  the  re-entry  into  the  intensity  of  KPFA  that  required  the 
warning.  The  News  Department,  which  covered  the  conventions  on  a  total  budget  of 
$1,000  from  KPFA  (and  more  from  other  Pacifica  stations)  is  upset  because  we  could 
not  free  up  more  money.  The  Music  Department  is  upset  that  there  is  no  money  for 
tape.  Our  creditors  have  been  on  the  phone  to  me  constantly  since  my  return.  Yugoslav- 
ia was  alot  more  relaxing! 

In  my  absence,  Michael  Butler,  the  assistant  Manager,  had  the  unrelenting  task  of 
dealing  with  KPFA's  pressure,  and  did  a  terrific  job.  Scott  McAllister,  with  my  deep 
appreciation,  served  as  an  administrative  back-up  and  diligently  answered  calls  and  com- 
plaints. My  thanks  to  both. 

During  the  summer,  KPFA's  technical  crews  made  another  key  breakthrough.  The 
satellite  was  finally  hooked  up  to  the  station.  The  first  major  broadcast  over  the  satel- 
lite was  the  Democratic  convention.  Our  news  team  went  to  New  York  almost  entirely 
at  their  own  expense.  To  get  the  convention  to  you,  it  was  "patched"  from  the  conven- 
tion to  our  compatriot  station  in  New  York  (WBAI)  then  to  another  station,  and  then 
to  the  phone  company  in  New  York.  From  Ma  Bell  in  New  York  it  was  sent  to  Ma  Bell 
in  Boston,  and  then  to.a  satellite  uplink  in  Boston.  It  was  then  received  by  the  downlink 
we  share  in  San  Francisco  with  KQED,  sent  under  the  Bay  by  phone  lines  to  our  engin- 
eering room,  and  then  to  our  on-air  control  room.  Virtually  all  the  connections  w€re 
paid  for  by  National  Public  Radio  because  they  had  to  guarantee  us  convention  up- 
links. But  connecting  the  satellite  inside  the  station  has  proved  very  costly.  Our  Chief 
Engineer,  Doug  Maisel  and  his  half-time  assistant,  Larry  Wood,  did  an  amazing  job  with 
very  few  resources.  The  connections  are  not  yet  perfect.  We  need  both  time  and  money 
to  complete  the  projects  for  both  technical  excellence  and  reliability. 

As  is  usually  the  case,  the  engineering  department  could  not  simply  concentrate  on 
this  project  alone.  Steve  Hawes,  one  of  the  station's  long-time  unsung  heroes,  is  our 
transmitter  supervisor.  During  the  summer,  he  had  to  tend  to  completing  the  technical 
requirements  for  our  license  renewal  with  the  FCC,  supervise  and  run  a  difficult  test 
of  our  subcarrier  transmissions  for  reading  services  for  the  blind,  and  of  course  hook  up 
the  satellite.  Add  these  projects  to  the  regular  maintenance  around  the  station  and  it 
was  a  very  full  summer  for  the  engineering  crew. 

The  satellite  will  add  new  dimensions  to  our  programming.  We  will  now  be  able  to 
provide  programs  produced  all  over  the  country.  More  importantly,  we  will  reach  via 
the  satellite  scores  of  community  stations  interested  in  our  programs.  But  it  has  already 
proved  a  very  costly  enterprise  and  has  taken  badly  needed  energy  from  their  assigned 
allocations.  It  will  cost  far  more  to  receive  and  provide  programming  over  the  satellite. 
I  have  recently  sent  our  listeners  an  urgent  appeal  for  funds.  Your  generous  response 
will  have  a  direct  impact  on  our  ability  to  use  the  satellite  for  programming. 

In  other  good  summer  news,  Kris  Welch  had  a  baby  girl,  Nikolas,  on  Friday  August 
15th.  Kris'  morning  show  will  be  tended  to  by  Philip  Maldari,  who  was  selected  after  a 
series  of  on-air  auditions.  Bill  Sokol  has  left  for  Latin  America  and  in  his  absence  Mary 
Berg  is  making  sure  your  Bach  is  uninterrupted.  While  we  hope  that  both  Bill  and 
Kris  will  be  gone  for  a  short  time,  we  know  their  programs  are  in  good  hand<

True,  not  every  program  can  be 
submitted  for  prior  approval  to  listeners  and 
supporters.  KPFA  in  the  past  several  months 
has  become  an  echo  and  replay  of  the  commer- 
cial media.  Can  KPFA  improve  on  Walter 
Cronkite,  et  al  media  hype? 

Another  recent  instance  of  KPFA  attempting 
to  mimic  the  commercial  media  was  the  cov- 
erage during  the  April  24,  U.S.  military  land- 
ing in  Iran  when  the  listeners  were  subjected 
to  one  think  tank  analyist  after  another  ad 
nauseum  and  the  regular  foreign  experts  Helga 
Lohr-Bailey  and  Bill  Mandel  were  virtually  ig- 
nored.

The  other  day  I  picked  up  my  broken-down 
old  color  TV  set,  wrestled  it  out  the  front 
door,  and  heaved  it  into  the  large  brown  dump- 
ster  that  the  landlord  provides  for  us  hippies 
and  nogoodniks  that  live  in  this  community  of 
six  stucco  cabins  by  the  Southern  Pacific 
tracks.  The  thing  probably  had  a  resale  value, 
but  since  the  KPFA  Evening  News  had  now  re- 
placed Walter  Cronkite  in  my  listening  habits, 
I  just  no  longer  had  a  real  use  for  the  fucker, 
and  it  felt  liberating  to  give  it  my  own  Nielsen 
rating  in  this  way. 

The  sound  quality  had  always  been  tinny,  even 
when  the  set  was  new,  and  even  the  PBS  pro- 
grams had  begun  to  irritate  me  with  their  in- 
tellectual impotence  and. .  .well. .  -.a .kind  of 
English  prissiness  of  the  spirit  I  found  that  I 
could  jolly  well  pick  up  the  audio  on  Dick 
Cavett  and  Bill  Moyers'  Journal  at  the  bottom 
end  of  my  FM  dial,  and  the  loss  of  video  in- 
put detracted  very  little  from  the  erudite  para- 
graphs of  vocabulary  that  they  generally  serve 
up  on  that  network.

The  occasional  sarcastic  spontan- 
eous asides  of  the  news  readers,  however,  I  can 
do  without  Frequently  they've  proved  to  be 
inaccurate;  invariably  they  come  across  as 
piferfle  and. .  .well,  sophomoric.  (Except  for 
cases  where  something  truly  funny  or  poignant 
is  happening  right  then  in  the  studio).  For 
news,  it's  information  I  appreciate  —  accurate, 
and  in  depth  -  and  the  bitter,  defeatist  catcalls 
and  ad  libs  axe  kind  of  embarrassing  and  de- 
morafizlng/OK?  Also,  I've  got  to  admit  I  like 
the  snappy  introduction,  the  theme  music,  the 
initial  summary,  and  above  all  the  periodic  re- 
lief of  dead  air  filled  only  with  music  The  pace 
and  rhythm  is  superb,  stylistically.  I  hate  to 
think  that's  so  all  fired  important,  but  it  does 
make  a  difference. 

2.  Fairy  Tales  for  Men.  The  program  was  half- 
way through  its  series  when  my  circle  of  listen- 
ers here  in  Davis  finally  caught  on  to  it  I  found 
it  more  valuable  personally  than  anything  you 
have  put  on  to  date.  Please  do  a  re-run;  I  don't 
care  what  time  or  day  as  long  as  it's  regular. 
And.pdblittz^d  a  bit  better  in  the  Folio  so  we 
don't  miss  the  start  of  it.  It  was  such  a  relief 

to  see  a  program  put  on  that  was  directed  at  . 
the  personal  life  of  someone  like  me  -  normal, 
sensitive,  possibly  heterosexual,  man-  as  if  I, 
too,  was  a  real  person. 

3.  Anything  done  by  Padraigin  McGillicuddy. 
She's  got  real  depth,  and  really  gets  the  beau- 
ties of  Irish  culture  across  to  non-Irish  folks 
like  me,  and  without  resort  to  cheap-shot  mind- 
less ideological  cant  She  has  a  rurrible  beauty 
all  her  own. 

4.  Music  from  the  Hearts  of  Space.  I  could  lis- 
ten for  hours  without  getting  bored.  Ditto, 
Red  Crystal,  if  I'm  up  that  late. 

5.  The  Morning  Reading  and  the  Evening  Read- 
ing. Class  selections,  not  just  strident,  blaring 
propaganda.  It's  nice  to  be  read  to,  like  when  I 
was  a  kid.  I  especially  enjoyed  selections  from 
The  Snow  Leopard  and  A  Distant  Mirror.

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Food 
Grading

The  wheels  of  change  in  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  grind  exceed- 
ingly slow.  Take  the  grading  of  meat,  eggs,  fruits  and  vegetables,  for  example.  More  than 
50  years  ago,  the  federal  government  began  to  establish  standards  to  help  farmers  and 
packers  or  processors  communicate  to  potential  buyers  about  the  quality  of  the  pro- 
ducts they  wanted  to  sell.  By  setting  up  a  system  of  nationally  uniform  grades,  a  buyer 
and  seller  in  different  parts  of  the  country  could  be  assured  they  both  were  talking 
about  an  identical  product. 

The- standards  were  developed  one  by  one,  and  each  particular  food  industry  was  con- 
cerned with  only  their  own  product,  so  the  various  grading  terms  used  were  very  diverse. 
The  meat  industry  called  its  top  grade  "prime"  while  the  fresh  fruit  and  vegetable  indus- 
try used  "U.S.  Fancy".  While  for  processed  fruit  and  vegetables,  the  top  grade  is  known 
as  7U.S.  Grade  A"  the  second  grade  of  cheddar  cheese  is  known  as  "Grade  A."  Confused? 
You're  not  the  only  one. 

■  Earlier  this  year,  the  agriculture  department  donducted  a  telephone  survey  to  deter- 
mine consumer  awareness  of  the  grading  system.  Roughly  25%  knew  that  "Prime"  was 
the  highest  grade  for  beef  and  chicken;  10%  knew  "AA"  was  tops  for  butter;  and  only 
one  percent  picked  "Extra  Fancy"  as  the  name  for  the  best  apples. 

The  confusion  stems  from  several  factors.  Key,  of  course,  is  that  different  names  are 
used  for  different  products.  But  also  important  is  the  fact  that  while  the  bulk  of  the  food 
we.eat  is  graded  when  it  passes  through  the  wholesale  level,  only  a  small  fraction  retains 
that  grade  when  sold  at  the  retail  level. 

So  who  cares?  For  the  last  two  decades,  private  and  governmental  studies  as  well  as 
consumer  groups  have  urged  that  the  grading  system  be  revised  so  that  it  would  be  of 
more  use  to  the  consumer.  Through  surveys,  brckground  papers  and  public  hearings 
(the  last  one  in  San  Francisco  in  early  August),  the  agriculture  department  hopes  to 
come  up  with  a  system  of  use  to  both  the  consumers  and  the  growers. 

Within  the  narrow  scope  of  the  hearings  (i.e.  what  names  should  be  used  for  each  of 
the  grades),  the  consumer  spokespeople  that  testified  were  in  pretty  much  agreement; 
adopt  grade  names  of  U.S.  Grade  A,  B  and  C  or  AA,  A,  and  B  for  all  graded  foods.  Then 
for  beef,  apples  or  butter  the  top  grade  would  rje;the  same  and  easy  to  remember  and 
use.  Most  consumers  also  urged  that  grade  names  be  used  at  the  retail  level. 

But  even  these  relatively  simple  changes  are  ones  growers,  processors  and  wholesalers 
find  r^ard  to  swallow.  One  after  another  food  industry  spokesperson  testified  to  the  con- 
fusion and  added  cost  such  changes  would  create.  The  industry  has  the  clout,  and  the 
lobbyists,.so  I  doubt  that  even  something  as  simple  as  changing  a  few  names  is  going  to 
happen  at  any  time  in  the  near  future. 

If  the  changes  are  made,  shopping  for  price  and  quality  will  be  somewhat  easier.  With 
rising  costs,  more  consumers  are  turning  either  to  house  brands  or  generic  labels,  instead 
of  buying  the  nationally  advertised  names.  Currently  we  have  no  way  of  comparing  dif- 
ferent brands  of  canned  fruit  or  vegetables  short  of  buying  one  of  each,  taking  them 
home,  and  dumping  them  in  separate  bowls.  But  if  each  can  was  marked  with  a  grade 
of  A,  B  or  C,  our  choice  would  be  much  easier.  Now,  only  two  percent  of  canned  fruits 
contain  a  grade  classification  on  the  label. 

If  you  believe  that  consistent  grade  classifications  and  mandatory  grading  at  the  retail 
level  would  be  of  use  to  you,  drop  a  note  to  Executive  Secretariat,  Attn:  Annie  Johnson, 
Rm.  2641-S,  Food  Safety  and  Quality  Service,  USDA,  Washington,  D.C.  20250.  Mention 
that  you  are  commenting  on  the  "Food  Grading  Policy"  in  your  letter. 

But  be  patient.  The  grading  confusion  has  only  existed  for  50  years  and  it  has  only 
been  two  decades  that  consumers  have  been  calling  for  change.  And  even  if  the  changes 
are  made,  serious  problems  in  our  food  policy  will  remain.  Other  areas  mentioned  at 
the  hearing  included:  the  need  for  nutritional  labelling,  the  need  for  a  large  scale  educa- 
tional program  to  tell  consumers  what  the  new  grades  mean,  the  need  for  freshness  in- 
formation on  the  labels,  the  need  for  a  meat  grading  system  which  doesn't  consider  that 
meat  with  the  most  fat  is  the  best,  and  an  end  to  marketing  orders  that  prevent  lower 
grades  of  food  from  coming  to  the  market  at  a  lower  cost.  Food  is  too  important  an  area 
to  let  the  industry  make  all  the  decisions.

Over  the  past  summer,  two  ground-breaking  conferences  of  minorities  in  non-com 
mercial  broadcasting  were  held.  More  than  two  hundred  "minority"  pub  i  radTo  pro- 
ducers met  recently  in  Boulder,  Colorado.  The  conference  was  called  in  orde  that  hey

determine  the  role  of  minorities  m  public  radio.  Caucuses  of  Blacks,  native  Americans 

Hispanics,  Asian- Americans  and  women  of  color  functioned  throughout  the  conference 
During  the  closing  sessions,  each  caucus  presented  a  list  of  their  concerns 

Lome  Cress  (Manager  of  Pacifica's  station  WPFW)  reports  the  conference  was  histor- 
ic in  its  importance.  "For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  public  radio,  producers  of  co- 
lor found  themselves  together  in  an  atmosphere  which  was  supportive  and  conducive  to 
snaring  ideas,  skills  and  concerns." 

The  Conference  mandated  a  presentation  of  minority  concerns  to  the  Federal  Com- 
munication Commission,  to  National  Public  Radio,  and  to  the  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting  (CPB).  Speaking  for  the  conference  to  the  June  meeting  of  the  CPB  board 
Cress  urged  up-grading  of  the  position  of  the  Director  of  Human  Resources,  funding  of ' 
further  minority  producers'  conferences,  and  the  development  of  CPB  policies  which 
will  support  minorities'  efforts  for  greater  training,  access  and  control  at  public  broad- 
casting stations. 

Pacifica's  own  commitment  to  affirmative  action  goes  back  to  its  Articles  of  Incorpor- 
ation; however,  its  implementation  of  this  commitment  has  been  uneven,  as  seems  to  be 
true  of  any  largely  white  and  middle  class  organization  attempting  to  become  multi-cul- 
tural and  multi-ethnic.  Affirmative  Action  problems  at  one  of  Pacifica's  stations  were 
discusses  at  some  length  by  the  conference. 

Nevertheless,  Lome  Cress  reports  a  deepened  sense  among  conference  participants 
ffom  Pacifica  of  the  importance  and  uniqueness  of  this  organization:  minority  producers- 
at  non-Pacifica  public  broadcast  stations  reported  a  much  greater  sense  of  isolation  and 
limited  job  opportunities. 

The  conference  was  organized  by  the  National  Federation  of  Community  Broadcast- 
ers under  a  grant  from  CPB. 

Ying  Lee  Kelley  is  a  member  of  the  KPFA  and  Pacifica  Boards.  Recently,  she  attend- 
ed the  first  conference  of  Asian  Americans  in  public  broadcasting.  She  reports: 

"Every  year,  even  in  our  Berkeley  schools,  some  student  will  say  jokingly  about  a 
fellow  Asian  classmate,  or  about  me  'Chin  Chin  Chinaman'  —  or  some  similar  remark. 
Traces  of  the  1 9th  century !  After  we  have  been  in  the  United  States  for  over  1 50  years, 
are  we  still  outsiders?  Where  in  folk  mythology,  has  this  been  sustained,  repeated  and 
passed  on?  One  of  the  culprits,  I  think,  is  big  bucks  media.  Hollywood's  approach  to  the 
American  of  Asian/Pacific  ancestry."  Out  of  such  a  concern  came  this  conference. 

"Part  of  the  Conference  had  to  do  with  distribution,  technology  and  financing  of  pro- 
grams. But  the  main  energy  was  a  shared  concern  that  the  gates  in  broadcasting  are 
closed  to  us.  How  do  we  get  our  productions,  our  drama,  our  music  and  poetry  and 
sketches;  as  well  as  the  news  stories  :that  are  made  by  and  about  Asian/Pacifies  heard  and 
viewed  by  the  'General  Audience.'?  Production  executives  of  stations  usually  view  the  art 
and  the  expression  of  Asian/Pacific  people  as  suitable  only  for  'special  audiences.'  How 
do  we  open  this  gate,  so  that  a  drama  about  an  Asian/Pacific  family  will  seem  as  normal 
as  a  story  about  a  nice,  quiet  Anglo  family  like  that  of  Mourning  Becomes  Electral 

"Producers  at  the  conferences  brought  many  examples  of  their  work:  there  is  no 
shortage  of  good,  strong  stuff  that  would  enrich  all  of  us,  not  only  other  Asian/Pacifies." 

Ying  Kelley  concludes  that  "I  can  remember  20  years  ago  when  tofu  and  napa  cabbage 
had  to  be  bought  in  Chinatown.  Now,  even  suburban  supermarkets  carry  'Chinese'  vege- 
tables and  soy  products.  Most  of  us  think  that  local  food  has  been  made  richer  by  the 
foods  of  Asian/Pacifies.  Perhaps  the  local  audience  is  ready  for  more  Asian/Pacific  cul- 
ture than  the  managers  of  most  Public  broadcasting  stations  think."

IRISH  HISTORY  PROJECT 

The  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanb-' 
ties  and  the  California  Council  for  the  Human-i 
ities  have  awarded  an  operational  grant  to  the 
Pacifica  Foundation/KPFA  Radio  to  produce 
the  History  of  the  Irish  in  the  Bay  Area.  The 
project  is  under  the  direction  of  Padraigin 
McGillicuddy. 

The  Bay  Area  Irish  History  Project  propos- 
es to-trace  the  story  of  the  Irish  from  their 
arrival  in  the  Bay  Area  in  the  1 850's  to  the 
present  day.  While  it  is  an  examination  of  the 
Irish  experience,  the  underlying  theme  is  direc- 
ted towards  a  pursuit  of  community  in  Califor- 
nia. The  historical  movement  has  been  away 
from  a  social  structure  characterized  by  close- 
ly knit  small  towns  and  neighborhoods  to  a 
vast  industrial  system  and  sprawling  uiban 
clusters.  Along  with  other  factors  of  modern 
life,  this  has  led  to  a  breakdown  of  traditional 
value  systems  and  has  strained  and  disrupted 
any  sense  of  community.  Simultaneously,  suc- 
cessive waves  of  immigration  has  created  a  rich 
multi-ethnic  heritage,  but  a  society  torn  by 
the  constant  tension  between  separate  ethnic 
identities  and  the  pressure  towards  assimila- 
tion. This  has  led  many  to  question  their  rela- 
tionship to  their  community,  other  groups 
and  the  society  at  large. 

A  study  of  the  Bay  Area  Irish,  the  "classic 
ethnics",  would  contribute  greatly  to  an  un- 
derstanding of  this  California  experience.  Sur- 
viving their  early  struggles  with  defamation 
and  discrimination,  these  first  inhabitants 
of  the  Mission  district  later  became  masters 
of  the  city's  politics.  Later  still  they  moved 
to  Marin,  San  Mateo,  Walnut  Creek  or  the 
Sunset,  ceding  their  old  neighborhoods  to 
other  ethnic  groups.  Yet,  despite  their  enor- 
mous contributions  to  the  political,  social, 
religious,  educational  and  economic  life  of  the 
Bay  Area,  the  Irish  have  never  been  studied  as 
a  group.  This  series  will  recitfy  that,  and  exa- 
mine their  journey  from  the  "Mission  to 
Marin",  assessing  the  losses  and  gains  that 
accompany  the  assimilation  process. 

The  intention  is  to  describe  both  the 
changes  within  the  Irish  community  itself— 
what  cultural  baggage  did  the  Irish  bring  with 
them,  and  how  much  they  were  forced  to 
jettison  -  and  also  the  changing  patterns  of  • 
relationships  with  other  ethnic,  social  and  poli- 

tical  groups.  

The  story  will  be  garnered  not  only  through 
research  but  by  collecting  the  oral  histories  of 
a  representative  sampling  of  the  community. 
The  results  will  be  presented  in  various  for- 
mats,  guaranteeing  widest  possible  dissemina- 
tion: 

*  a  series  of  fiftenn  half-hour  radio  shows 
on  KPFA,  to  be  distributed  nationally  and  in- 
ternationally. 

*a  two-part  half  hour  slide  show  for  use  by 
community  groups,  libraries,  museums,  etc. 
*film  strips  for  use  in  schools  and  junior 
colleges. 

*a  photo  exhibit  for  use  in  libraries, 


banks,  etc. 

The  recent  explosion  of  interest  in  people's 
ethnic  heritage'  is  proving  that  the  past  pro- 
vides a  valuable  cultural  bridge  to  the  present 
The  prospect  that  our  ancestors  left  us  durable^ 
valuable,  half-buried  cultural  treasures  and 
historical  legacies  enables  us  to  develop  more 
respect  for  ourselves  and  for  other  peoples 
and  can  better  enable  the  American  population 
as  a  whole  to  prepare  for  the  challenges  of  the 
future. 

The  Endowment  will  fund  on  a  matching 
basis.  For  every  dollar  of  non-federal  funds 
raised,  they  will  contribute  85  cents.  They 
have  committed  themselves  to  $25,000, 
which  means  that  $29,000  must  be  raised  in 
matching  funds.  Of  this,  $18,378  is  slotted  for 
radio  production,  the  Endowment  donating 
$8,444,  leaving  $9,869  to  be  raised  in  match- 
ing funds.  This  is  a  heft  amount,  but  Padraigin 
will  be  attempting  to  raise  it,  as  well  as  talk 
about  the  project  during  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber, and  she  invites  you  all  to  participate.

RICHARD  'BUSTER'  GONZALES 
Behind  The  News/Traffic  Jam 

Richard  'Buster'  Gonzales  is  becoming  a 
familiar  figure  on  the  KPFA  airwaves.  He  is 
host  of  Traffic  Jam  on  Mondays,  Behind  The 
News  on  Tuesdays,  the  Morning  News  on 
Wednesdays,  and  various  specials  and  docu- 
mentaries the  other  days  of  the  week.  He  is 
also  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Public  Af- 
fairs Department. 

Buster  was  born  in  San  Diego  in  1954, 
and  moved  to  Richmond  at  an  early  age.  He 
grew  up  believing  that  his  father  gave  him 
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the  sobriquet  'Buster'  at  birth,  but  Jib 
father  denies  this.  The  true  origins  of  'Bus- 
ter,' then,  must  remain  a  mystery. 

Buster's  father,  a  community  activist 
is  currently  Administrative  Director  of  Centro 
Salud  Mental  (Mental  Health  Center)  in  Fruit- 
vale.  His  mother  manages  a  second-hand  cloth- 
ing store  in  Richmond.  Following  graduation 
from  John  F.  Kennedy  High  School ,  Buster 
went  to  Harvard  University,  where  he  majored 
in  Psychology  and  Social  Relations.  He  did 
support  work  for  the  farmworkers,  helping 
bring  Cesar  Chavez  to  a  fund-raising  film 
showing  on  campus-   which  brought  Bus- 
ter trouble  from  the  University,  which  claimed 
it  did  not  sponsor  political  events,  such  as 
this.  During  the  uproar  over  the  benefit 
Buster  was  threatened  with  expulsion,  but 
the  threat  was  never  carried  out 

He  was  also  Vice-President  of  the  Harvard/ 
Radcliffe  Raza  Association,  and  did  work 
with  "Education  for  Action,"  a  group  which 
solicited  money  from  corporations-for 
student  projects.  It  was  at  Harvard  that  he 
first  became  interested  in  radio.  He  worked 
as  engineer  for  La  Hora  Hispana  on  the 
college  station,  WHRB.  The  producer  of  La 
Hora  Hispana  is  now  the  manager  of  KSJ  V 
in  Fresno,  the  newest  bilingual  community 
radio  station  in  the  country,  on  the  air  on 
July  26th  of  this  year. 

Following  graduation  in  1977,  Buster  took 
a  year  off  to  travel  through  South  America. 
He  went  to  Mexico,  Colombia,  Peru,  Bolivia 
and  the  Caribbean.  "It  helped  me  to  see  what 
the  real  disparities  between  rich  and  ppor 
really  are.  There  are  some  real  poor  people, 
who  get  nutrition  from  coca  leaves,  little  boys 
who  shine  shoes  for  pennies. . ." 

After  his  return  to  the  statesin  1978,  he 
spent  a  year  as  a. psychiatric  technician  at 
the  Contra  Costa  County  Hospital  in  Martinez. 
He  quit  in  July  1979  when  he  found  he  grew 
up  with  too  many  of  the  patients:  while  the 
hospital  takes  patients  from  all  over  the  coun-  • 
ty,  fully  one-quarter  come  from  South  Rich- 
mond where  he  grew  up. 

Shortly  thereafter,  he  toured  KPFA  with" 
some  friends  from  KSJV,  met  Don  Foster, 
the  Public  Affairs  Director  here,  and  began 
to  volunteer  his  time.  In  January  1980,  he 
was  awarded  a  CPB  training  grant  which  will 
last  two  years. 

Buster  looks  forward  to  continued  working 
in  community  and  bilingual  radio.  There  is 
now  a  network  surrounding  the  Bay  Area 
(KSJV,  KBBF  in  Santa  Rosa  and  KUBO  in 
Salinas  will  go  on  the  air  in  the  near  future) 
and  Buster  hopes  to  be  part  of  that  scene 
In  terms  of  KPFA,  he  hopes  to  expand  the 
station's  bi-fihgual  listening  audience  and  is 
trying  to  get  a  permanent  low  riders  music 
program  on  the  air.

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city  until  almost  1 1:00  pm.  It  is  a  walking 
city,  too,  so  that  after  a  play  or  concert  or  the 
pub,  it  is  possible  to  walk  home  in  the  com- 
panionable twilight,  with  a  gently  misty  rain 
freshening  the  air.  It  is  a  city  of  one  million 
people,  people  easy  to  meet,  to  have  a  chat 
with,  and  it  is  possible  to  feel  that  after  a 
short  while  one  could  know  everybody.  It  is  a 
social  city,  full  of  pubs  and  cafes  where 
friends  and  strangers  rendezvous.  It  is  a  city 
.where  the  art  of  conversation  is  still  highly 
regarded,  and  where  the  population  can  en- 
gage you  in  all  manner  of  topics,  ranging  from 
political  theory  to  scatological  humour.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  human  of  all  cities. 

It  was  in  this  ambience  that  I  spent  the 
next  two  weeks,  talking  and  talking,  meeting 
and  meeting:  bus  conductors,  cab  drivers,  ac- 
tors, newspaper  editors,  revolutionaries,  bank 
managers,  trade  union  leaders,  musicians,  film- 
makers, housewives,  poets,  students,  organiz- 
ers, bank  robbers,  feminists,  politicians, 
playwrights,  capitalists,  socialists,  communists, 
drinkers  and  dropouts. 

And  everyone  had  a  million  stories,  spun 
with  the  expertise  of  generations  of  oral  tradi- 
tion. The  vast  majority  had  informed  opinions 
about  the  world  situation,  could  tell  you  facts 
about  America  of  which  you  were  ignorant. 
In  truth,  the  level  of  political  discussion  was 
such  that  I  had  to  constantly  hide  behind  the 
guise  of  a  reporter  -  "I'm  sorry,  but  the  Amer- 
ican audience  may  need  some  clarification  on 
that  point"  -  so  that  I  could  glean  enough  in- 
formation to  continue  to  argue  or  discuss  the 
issue!  The  nation  reads.  Dublin  alone  has  five 
daily  papers,  plus  a  newsweekly  and  a  monthly 
magazine.  Each  pouhty  has  its  own  paper  (all 
twenty  six). 

^  The  Republic  has  undergone  a  social  revolu- 
tion of  great  import  within  the  last  two  de- 
cades. Twenty  years  ago,  75%  of  the  popula- 
tion was  either  self-employed  or  were  em- 
ployers. Today,  the  situation  has  entirely  re- 
versed itself,  and  75%  of  the  population  is  now 
labor.  Of  that,  close  to  70%  is  unionized  -  one 
of  the  highest  unionization  rates  in  Europe. 
They've  even  unionized  McDonald's!  50%  of 
the  population  is  under  25  years  of  age.  This 
is  the  first  generation  in  a  century  that  has  not 
emigrated,  and  the  first  time  in  1 25  years  that 
the  brains  and  talent  haye  not  been  drained 


away  to  England  and  America.   I  met  some  of 
the  young  University  graduates  who  elected 
to  stay  put,  and  who  recently  put  together  a 
most  impressive  Sense  of  Ireland  Festival  in 
London.  This  festival  included  over  90  events 
in  theatre,  music,  literature,  the  visual  arts 
and  film,  dance,  photography,  sociology, 
architecture  and  archeology,  taking  place  in 
over  50  venues,  ranging  from  national  insti- 
tutions to  local  halls.  It  was  a  most  impressive 
attempt  to  convey  a  comprehensive  idea  of 
Ireland  to  the  English,  eschewing  traditional 
stereotypes.  It  was  the  brainchild  of  a  group 
of  25  year  olds.  I  spent  a  long  and  lazy  week- 
end with  several  of  them  who  had  put  togeth- 
er the- film  and  political  events  seminars 
(entitled  The  Future  of  a  Different  Past).  A 
most  unpretentious  and  pleasant  crowd,  we 
spent  the  days  in  ardent  conversation;  me- 
andering from  kitchen  table  to  pub  to  walks 
along  the  beach,  following  in  the  footsteps 
of  Joyce's  Stephen  Dedalus. 

I  also  spent  time  with  the  women  who  run 
Well  Woman  clinic,  an  organization  offering 
family  planning  and  pregnancy  counseling, 
which  also  helps  organize  the  so-called  "abor- 
tion trains"  to  England  and  performs  up  to 
10  vasectomies  per  week  at  their  facilities  in 
Dublin. 

I  had  shifted  my  base  to  a  friend  who 
lived  in  the  Liberties,  the  most  ancient  part  of 
Dublin,  which  encompasses  the  Castle,  the  two 
cathedrals,  and  the  core  of  the  Viking  and 
medieval  cities.  During  the  Georgian  era,  it 
fell  from  grace  to  squalor,  and  became  the 
womb  which  bore  revolutionaries'  of  genera- 
tion after  generation.  Now  a  solidly  working 
class  district,  closely  tied  to  the  huge  Guinness 
Brewery,  it  still  breeds  revolutionaries,  though 
perhaps  of  a  different  order.  Like  my  friend 
and  host,  they  work  away  carefully  and  prag- 
matically within  the  trade  union  and  labor 
movements.  From  this  base,  I  was  able  to 
venture  forth  north,  south  and  west,  and 
return  to  try  out  my  new  sense  of  things  with 
my  host. 

In  the  next  Folio,  Padraigin  continues  her 
story  with  a  trip  to  Northern  Ireland-  to 
Belfast  and  Deny,  and  a  look  at  the  political 
struggles  there.

His  first  album  (Classic  Armenian  Com- 
posers) includes  songs  by  Sayat  Nova  (1717- 
1795)  and  Chopin  student  Karol  Mikuli,  whose 
music  anticipates  that  of  Robert  Schumann. 
Also  included  are  Komitas,  Stepan  Papelyan, 
Onnig  Berberian  and  Dicran  Chukhajian. 
Volume  Two  (Composers  of  the  Diaspora) 
traces  the  activities  of  Armenian  composers  who 
have  left  the  homeland  and  live  in  London, 
Buenos  Aires,  the  United  States,  Lebanon, 
and  Turkey.  They  include  Loris  Tjeknavorian, 
Ara  Bartevian,  Grant  Beglarian  (Chairman  of 
the  Music  Department  at  USC  and  founder  of 
the  Armenian  Music  Studies  program  there), 
Richard  Yardumian,  Alan  Hovhaness,  and 
Alicia  Terzian.  The  two  Ip's  are  available  on 
Musical  Heritage  Society  4080  (Vol.  1)  and 
4110  (Vol.  2).
